Order Statewide in Pennsyl- 
vania and Massachusetts 


Epidemic Most Severe in the 
East, But Extends to West 
Coast--New York The- 
afters Remain Open 


In the nationwide fight against the 
Spanish influenza epidemic the the- 
atrical business has been ‘practically 
paralyzed in many sections by the clos- 
ing of theaters and motion picture 
houses. In two States—Massachusetts 
and Pennsylvania—the order closing all 
places of amusement is Statewide. 
Other States have not yet resorted to 
such drastic measures and it is not 
thought that such action will be neces- 
sary. 

While the epidemic is most severe in 
the Eastern and Central States, its ef- 
fects have been felt even on the Pacific 
Coast. Seattle's Mayor and City 
Health Commissioner on October 5 is- 
sued an order closing every place of 
indoor assembly in the city, including 
theaters, motion picture houses, schools, 
churches and dance halls. 

In some cities where the closing or- 
der has been issued it is stated that 
there is as yet no influenza epidemic, 
but the order is being enforced as a 
preventive measure. Theater man- 
agers and city officials alike are hope- 
ful that the ban will soon be lifted. 
Some few New England towns set Oc- 
tober 7 as the date of reopening. but 
they probably have extended the time. 
Practically all towns have made the 
order for an indefinite period. 

Massachusetts health officials, realiz- 
ing the alarming spread of the malady, 
have issued more drastic orders than 
those first promulgated. Drastic meas- 
ures were put in force in Pennsylvania 
Friday night. At Philadelphia Direc- 
tor of the Public Health Krusen said 
he expected the disease to run its 
course in four to six weeks. Pittsburg 
theaters closed Friday night for an in- 
definite period. 

New York, up to our time of going 
to press, had not taken any action 
looking to the closing of theaters, the 
health department announcing that the 
epidemic had not reached an alarming 
stage, and all places of public assembly 
are to remain open under restrictions. 
The Health Commissioner's announce- 
ment followed a hastily called confer- 
ence Friday, at which Marc Klaw, Alf 
Hayman, J. J. Shubert, Patrick Casey, 
David Bernstein, J. J. Maloney, Ben- 


jamin Mallon and A. Toxen Worm rep- 

resented the theatrical profession. 
The time of opening of New York 

theaters was changed, the idea being 


to relieve subway congestion, and the 


following schedule adopted: 

7 p.m.—Rivoli, Rialto, Strand, Broad- 
way, New York, and other leading 
moving picture houses, situated be- 
tween Fourteenth and “Fifty-ninth 
streets, must arrange for their night 
shows to begin at this hour. 

8 p.m.—Lexington Opera House, Hip- 
podrome, Palace, Columbia, and all 
two-a-day vaudevlle houses. 

8:15 p.m.—Winter Garden, Century, 
Broadhurst, Casino, Park, Harris, New 
Amsterdam, Cohan, Globe, Cort, Lib- 
erty, Shubert, Majestic (Brooklyn).

Washington, Oct. 7.—Just what en- 
titles a member of the profession to 
exemption will be decided on its merits 
by the Local Draft Board in the new 
draft and not by an order from the 
Provost General’s office.

Vaudeville Equity Contract 


New York, Oct. 7.—A contract for 
vaudeartists, similar to the one now 
in effect for legitimate actors, is being 
drawn up by the Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation. Many legitimate actors, mem- 
bers of the A. E. A., sign up to appear 
in vaudeville sketches, and as the as- 
sociation has not as yet covered this 
phase of theatricals many disagree- 
ments have arisen which they could 
not adjust. 

A prominent vaudeville producer in- 
formed the A. E. A. that a contract 
covering the vaudeville stage, similar 
to the one in use between legitimate 
managers and actors, will be of great 
benefit to both the vaudeville pro- 
ducer and the vaudeartists in adjust-

Chicago, Oct. 7.—The Palace is leading every 
other theater in Chicago in the Liberty Loan 
drive and the figures show that they have 
£186,700 to date. The four-minute men have 
been very effective in this house. The weather 
was fine, but the audience was only about one- 
third in when the curtain went up. They got 
off with a hitch, which necessitated the or- 
chestra to play a second overture. 

No. 1—Paul Gordon and America, his assist- 
int, gave some very clever cycle stunts.

Their 
psychological stuff would lead them to the 
manufacture of kites In this day of flying ma- 
chines if they were mechanics, They got by. 
Thirteen minutes, in one. 

No. 3—Chief Canpelican, the Indian orator 
and singer, took the show over the top with his 
very first effort. His singing is very pleasing 
and there was nothing but a strong desire for 
more of what this clever entertainer might have 
to offer. He held the audience by the strength 
of his artistry for 17 minutes. Took three bows 
and an encore. His singing of the Marseillaise 
finished with tremendous applause, His was the 
star act of the bill. 

No. 4—William Seabury, assisted by Jeannette 
Hackett, presented six very clever offerings. 
Their Egyptian Temple Dance was a beauty ia 
stage settings and special curtain effects, These 
gave a warm setting to this Oriental offering, 
which carried it far along the road to success. 
Mr. Seabury’s eccentric dancing Was a very 
entertaining feature. He caught the andience. 
They carried away some genuine applause. Fin- 
ished strong. Richard Conn, at the piano, did 
hie work well. Seventeen minutes; four bows. 

No. 5—Bessie Browning is a character come- 
dienne who bas much to present in a way that 
is original and taking. She is progressively en- 
tertaining. Her imitation of Eddie Foy was a 
very clever piece of acting, which was so well 
done that it brought out a real tribute to both 
her effort and Eddie’s popniarity in this city. 
Highteen minutes; three bows. 

No. 6—Derwent Hall Caine, in The Iron Hand. 
This is a one-act play by Sir Hall Caine, well 
staged and fairly well acted, Full, of strong 
dramatic situations, affording a splendid ve- 
bicle. Mr. Caine ie a better actor than he is 
a reader. He mouths his lines occasionally, and 
obscures the plot. This is trne with all the 
cast, save the ladies, t'elr work being very 
natural and artstic. Carl Dietz, as the German 
Captain, snarls ont his lines in a true melo- 
dramatic style and rather overdoes it, Had 
the German soldiers been selected with a view 
to bring ridicule upon the army it conldno’t have 
been done better.

No, 7—Lew Dockstader. The same old Lou, 
with his satirical humor full of wit and wis- 
dom.

New York, Oct. 7.—Vaudeville at the Palace Theater today was converted 
into Liberty Loanville. With the exception of one or two acts it was not up 
to the Palace standard, but as a patriotic demonstration of what theaters can 
create in the way of enthusiasm it was a wonderful exhibition. Hundreds of 
soldiers and sailors were in the audience, which filled the house to capacity, 
and very few people left their seats during the Liberty Loan drive, in fact 
that part of the program proved to be one of the most entertaining features 
of the entire bill. 

No. 1—Palace News Pictorial, mildly interesting this week, did not create 
much excitement. 

No, 2—Apdale’s Zoological Circus, consisting of four bears, eight dogs, 
three monkeys and one South American Ant Eater, all working harmoniously 
together, proved to be a fair opening number. The tricks the animals per- 
formed were very ordinary, but the novelty of different species, all apparently 
friends, carried the act over after ten minutes in full stage to one bow. 

No. 3—Mr. Proxy, otherwise Mr. Faulkner, who is almost an exact counter- 
part of President Wilson, as far as facial expression goes, stepped thru cur- 
tains in the center of a special drop and delivered a semi-humorous monolog, 
which dragged along with a bright line here and there, which kept it from 
absolute mediocrity. Mr. Proxy, while in an admittedly hard spot at the 
Palace, did nothing to be compared with what other occupants of this position 
have done in the past. In one, special drop, one bow and off. There was a 
stage wait before the next number. 

No. 4—Art, a series of living statuary, depicting in life some of the famous 
posters of the Liberty Loan drive, including Carry On, Lend As They Fight, 
Come On, Greatest Mother in the World, Tell That to the Marines, Joan of 
Are, etc., got lots of applause, the grouping and posing of the principals, as 
well as the scenes embellished, being perfect. As a boost for the Liberty Loan 
drive this production is very unique. The act is produced by Ed Renton, 
Thomas Swinton, a returned Canadian soldier, being specially noticed in some 
of the scenes. 

No. 5—Miss Juliet was the real genuine artistic hit of the whole show. 
The refreshingly clever little woman stopped the entire performance with her 
remarkable powers of mimicry and characterization. Stage waits, in fact noth- 
ing seemed to stop her when she went from one into two. Her imitations of 
Leonore Ulrich, Irene Franklin, Louis Mann, Sam Bernard and Emily Stevens 
were uncanny in their resemblance. She was encored and applauded to the 
echo, and her impersonation of Al Jolson for a finale put her over to the 
biggest hit any single artist has made at the Palace for a year. 

No. 6—Eddie Leonard, with eleven minstrel men, in Dandy Dan’s Return, 
scored his accustomed success. Leonard is a great favorite and the audience 
demanded before he leave that he sing Roly-Poly Eyes. As a soft shoe 
dancer and singer of coon melodies he has a great following with those who 
like this class of entertainment. 

No. 7—Pelham Naval Band, by special arrangement with the Liberty Loan 
Committee and by permission of Admiral Usher, U. S. N., is about the best 
aggregation of musical entertainers yet seen in vaudeville. The way they 
jazzed the Hungarian Rhapsody was delightful. In fact, every boy is an artist. 
Not only do they play, but they sing, tell stories and dance to beat the band, 
Sidney Phillips’ humorous stories of trench life caused unlimited laughter. 
Bandmaster Schroeder came in for lots of applause personally, and the entire 
act could headline in every theater, concert hall or opera house in the world. 
It is the most novel band in the world today. It consists of New York mu- 
sicians who have joined the colors. Curtains galore. 

No. 8—Liberty Loan drive, with Frank Fay making folks buy bonds to 


their utmost. He was assisted by The Dooleys, who happened to be in the 
house. Johnny, of course, had to fall all over the piano into the orchestra 
and smash a lot of electric light globes before he finally climbed on to the stage.

LOUIS DE FOE COMMENTS 


On the Effort To End Ticket Specu- 
lating 


New York, Oct, 5.—Commenting upon the evil 
practice of ticket speculating Louis V, De Foe, 
of The New York World, says: ‘‘Much more 
interesting and of far greater importance to 
every theatergoer than any play should be the 
investigation which District Attorney Swann is 
conducting for the purpose of breaking up the 
intolerable nuisance of ticket speculating. 

“The contemptible nature of this systematized 
form of grafting money from the public has 
just been revealed in a light that shows it to be 
even more base than had been supposed. The 
District Attorney secured admissions from a 
large number of speculators, including some of 
the hotel agencies, that they had been exacting 
premiums ranging from 100 to 250 per cent 
from patrons of the recent charitable soldier 
entertainment, Yip, Yip, Yaphank. They did 
not let even patriotism stand in the way of 
greed. Instead they grafted to the Imit on 
the public which was trying to aid our men in 
the camps. , 

“When Judge Swann characterized them as 
‘these cormorants, these vultures that are Ilv- 
ing upon the public and that are a nuisance, a 
pest and a menace,’®he was understating the 
case, In war time a parasite is even worse 
than the District Attorney's stern words im- 
ply. 
“Yip, Yip, Yaphank was written, acted and 
produced by soldiers on their Government pay, 
The purpose of the boys was to earn money to 
build a community house, so that their motbers, 
sisters and sweethearts might visit them while 
they are serving their country at Camp Upton. 

“Taking advantage of this worthy soldier 
project the theater ticket speculaters conspired 
to put into their own pockets $2.50 for every $1 
which the soldiers earned from thelr clever 
enterprise—and this without doing any of the 
work or assuming any of the risks. 


“Practically the theater ticket speculator is 
a slacker and a loafer. He evades useful laber 
and is a burden rather than an ald to tlie 
community. It is upon this ground that Judge 
Swann is attempting to do away with a nuisance: 
which has grown into the proportions of a 
scandal. It makes no difference that theater 
ticket speculation has been legalized by a law 
which ought to be repealed, When ablebodied

tage of that law for the purpose of holding up 
the public they should be forced into the army 
or into some useful industry. 

“The theater in wartime is either an essen- 
tial calling, and should be sanctioned and en- 
couraged, or else it is nonessential, and for 
that reason should be discontinued. 

“The best civil and military opinion in all 
the countries at war has agreed that the diver- 
sion which the stage affords is necessary to 
strengthen public morale and hearten the peo- 
ple for the trials which they are forced to en- 
dure. In this country the profession of the 
actor has been wisely classed among the essen- 
tial industries, The imposition of a Federal 
tax on theater tickets is in itself a recognition 
of the complete legitimacy of the theater as a 
wartime calling. 

“This being the case a theater proprietor or 
Manager who takes advantage of the public de- 
mand for entertainment by conspiriing with 
theater ticket speculators to hold up the public 
for graft is as guilty of profiteering as if he 
were overcharging his patrons for sugar or 
other foodstuffs. Having established the ne- 
cessity of the commodity be has for erle, he ts 
in effect taking advantage of the demand for it 
by tacking on an excess price. 

“It is significant that no theiter man- 
ager or combination of theater managets has 
yet come forward with an offer to aid Judge 
Swann in doing away with the ticket specula- 
tors. With the wholehearted assistance of the 
men who control the playhouses in New York 
this mean form of graft on the public might 
be eliminated in two weeks. If they showed a 
proper disposition to protect th ir patrons 
their business would increase accoriingly, and 
it would advance in equal ratio in the pubtic 
esteem.”

New York, Oct. 5.—Observers who bave seen 
our soldiers and the soldiers of our Allies in 
the front line trenches and back of the lines 
are unanimous in saying that there is more

The value of a reviewer's estimate of a play 
depends largely upon the certain knowledge of 


his disinterestedness. If there is a suspicion 
that the review is colored by.business motives 
or personal animus it is valueless insofar as giv- 
ing a true measure of the play is concerned. 
Which is one reason why we have discounted 
some of the reviews of ‘Frederick and Fannie 
Hatton’s new play, The Walk-Offs, now holding 
forth at the Morosco Theater in New York. 

Several of the reviews written with a more or 
less vitriolic pen are, if rumor is to de credited, 
actuated more by personal motives than by 2 de- 
sire to give an accurate estimate of the play. 
The point of view of their writers is so biased 
that not a shred of cleverness is visible in any- 
thing that emanates from the Hattons. 

The unbiased observer must admit that there 
are many clever lines in The Walk-Offs, and, 
while undoubtedly inferior to some of the 
former efforts of the Hattons, the play in its 
portrayal of a certain phase of life in the me- 
tropolis possesses a lively interest for a large 
portion of the public, as is attested by the 
crowds which attend the performances nightly. 
The pruning shears could be used to advantage 
here and there—notably in the Degro servant's 
colloquy with the supreme being. As one writer 
expresses it: ‘“‘Voltaire, as an editor, would 
have turned it down. Bob Ingersoll would bave 
blushed for it."

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DISCUSSING $2,000,000 MERGER 


Facts About Who Wants To Merge and Why They 
Want To Combine—Why Others Don’t 
Want To Amalgamate 


We are certainly pleased with the real in- 
terest shown in our discussions of the proposed 
$2,000,000 Lyceum and Chautauqua merger as 
we have tried to bring the developments to the 
front. ‘We hope that all will feel free to write 
us their opinions, Let's be big enough to discuss 
these things among ourselves. 


Here is a thonght that should be kept in mind 
--who wants this merger? Is it scmeone who 
rants to let loose of something which they have 
and want to get rid of? Is it someone who 
wants a good position and thinks he sees a 
chance by this new combine to get it? Do 
those who are doing O. K. want to merge? We 
would like to know these things, for they help 
to point the reason back of these talks as noth- 
ing else can do. We once heard an evangelist 
for several nights preach about how he was con- 
werted. He wound up his series of sermons with 
a lecture, From the Stage to the Pulpit. We 
asked him some real questions after his lecture 
and we found that his conversion came at the 
end of a starvation period trying to be an actor 
—he had hiked over the ties, walking from town 
to town, until his shoes were gone and his feet 
were all cut to pieces by cinders when he dis- 
covered he was “‘called’’ to preach. It seemed 
strange that he laid so much stress on his actor 
life and so little on his ministerial work. He 
preached as tho Edwin Booth had stepped from 
a big run to the pulpit. When we know the 
facts they give us a better basis of reasoning. 

So with this merger. Let’s get the facts. One 
manager put it this way: “This merger seems 
like the Single Tax theory—a mighty good thing 
if anyone could put it across. ‘‘Personally,’’ 
eaid this particular manager, “I don’t want to 
merge. I am satisfied with what I have.’ 

We understand that the Redpath Bureau is 
planning to go right ahead with its activities as 
tho the lyceum and chautauqua millennium was 
not just around the corner. That is good bus- 
iness sense, 

We wish that all the talent could have the 
same insight into conditions as they affect tal- 
ent. 

Go right on preparing your work, and do 
just as you would if you knew that things 
would remain just as they are. That is sense. 
We know a number of attractions who say they 
are not going to do anything while this war is 
on, but wait until conditions get back to normal, 
They might as well wait until the bicycle comes 


back to where it was in the "80s. We see new 
forces coming into this work every day, and 
we are sorry to watch the passing of the fa- 
miliar faces that we have known for years, But 
why are most of them passing? Because they 
are sitting down to dream of the good old ly- 
ceum days when things were different, when 
they should be working to meet changed and 
changing conditions. We are certain that talent 
should not be deceived by this talk of merger. 
We have watched a few ‘‘freshies’’ sweep tbe 
platter clean with observations about these long 
jumps and how to obviate them as tho they had 
made an original discovery. George Glazier 
solved that problem when he started the circuit 
system. George booked the Wellé-Greenewalt 
Combination for 140 nights, all in Illinois, and 
he never took the company south of Springfield. 
A. D. Snyder, Ford Howell and J. S. White 
came in and did the thing that some novice now 
sees is a new discovery—they booked so as to 
obviate long jumps. The writer once put in a 
week with twenty-eight miles of travel and did 
six. towns for the Midland Bureau. These who 
think that Radcliffe hasn't solved this problem 
should write and ask Dad Sears how long he 
has served in Texas. He started to lecture 
down there last winter, and he is still at it and 
will not be thru filling dates in the Lone Star 
State until December 22, Still some wise 
student of world problems will probably awe us 
with an observation that there is need of a 
merger, and argue its need not from what has 
already been done along this line, but from his 
own experience in making long jumps and chang- 
ing cars in the middle of the night. 


Here is another thing that we wish a few 
of our pious managerial brothers would pray 
over. Did the theater start a holy war against 
the lyceum and chautauqua folks when Harry 
P. Harrison crept into the theatrical end of 
the Training Camp Activities? Did the show 
people fail to supply more than their quota of 
Smileage Books? Where did this money go? 
Who got the money that was publicly raised for 
Smileage Books? Did the showfolk kick when 
the lyceum people were sent out to run the 
Liberty Theaters? In the light of what has 
been done it comes with mighty poor grace for 
some of our holy howlers to kick about showfolk 
entering the lyceum and chautauqua field. It is 
also pitiful to see some of our former stars 
spending their time trying to keep The Bill- 


board from serving the great amusement world 
when they should be trying to get their work 
up to date so they might get some booking that 
would keep them busy and keep them happy. 

Here is a secret: The way to invite attacks 
upon oneself is to attack others. That is a 
good rule. That is why we never attack others 
if there is any way to avoid it and get done 
what our judgment seems to dictate to us should 
be done. Lyceum and chautauqua people who 
are right now so busy attacking the show peo- 
ple, theatrical folk, The Billboard and all others 
who are not of their way of thinking eshould 
not whine if they find that these forces turn 
upon them with the fury with which right al- 
Ways attacks ignorance, arrogance and pure cus- 
sedness, . 

We have preferred to go on helping the gov- 
ernment as best we could. We have not even 
listened to stories that seemed authentic and 
more than ordinary incriminating in character. 
We have kept an open ear and an open eye, but 
we bave kept a etill tongue, for we have felt 
that we are at war with a great, treacherous 
foe. We are fighting entrenched power and 
wrong. We have tried to help President Wilson 
realize his dream tbat he might send forth such 
an aggregation that would justify bis belief that 
no army and navy ever before assembled have 
had more conscientious and painstaking thoug!t 
given to the protection and stimulation of their 
mental, moral and physical manhood. In this 
work We believe that our great President was 
Tight when he said that the Commission on 
Training Camp Activities is representing the 
government, 

This isn’t a government of the lyceum, by the 
chautauquas, for the managers; it’s an effort to 
get all our people to unify their actions and 
their efforts so that our’ work of training and 
drilling our boys to be soldiers will be effective, 
So the morale at home will be unified. 

Since the lyceum and chautauqua is looked 
upon as an integral part of our national de- 
fense we have had the one thought in mind in 
all our discussions: How can we make this 
a more effective force? We believe that we 
should discuss these great problems with free- 
dom and an unselfish purpose ought to guide all 
we do and say. 

tecently The Billboard has carried more than 
its usual liberal amount of musical advertise- 
ments. Why? Because we see that this is an 
effective way to beip win the war. 

General Pershing cabies: “Send me more 
singing regiments,’’ and Admiral Mayo requests 
that a song leader organize singing on every 
battleship of the Atlantic Fleet. 

The government sends out a booklet to show 
the benefits of all of this activity, and here is 
what Lee F, Hanmer, who is in charge of the 
camp music, has to say about singing: 

“A singing army and navy is a military ne 
cessity because mass singing is a powerful 
stimulant to a high morale. It not only spurs 
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CHAUTAUQUA PERFORMERS DO. 
ING STUNTS 


It has been truly said there is nothing so 
interesting as people. Some people are more in- 
teresting than others, to be sure, but there are 
no people who are not interesting. One feature 
of the great chautauqua movement is the de- 
velopment of community interests by bringing 
people together that they may know each other 
better. 

People as a whole are interesting, and hence 
the individual must be interesting. Every hu- 
man being has some peculiarity, some eccen- 
tricity, if you will, of vital interest to some 
one else. These peculiarities manifest them- 
selves in various ways. It is called personality. 
It is well we have these peculiarities, these 
eccentricities, because they stamp us with in- 
dividuality and afford our friends something to 
laugh at. One of the joys of life is laughing 
at the foibles of others. We feast on the follies 
of the other fellow. We laugh at the wild 
gesticulation of the Italian or the Frenchman 
during a very ordinary and simple conversation; 
we smile at the clatter of the Chinaman or the 
struggle of the German or Swede trying to ex- 
press himself in English. All this affords one 
amusement. Amusement is something we all 
need and must have. The method of seeking it 
affords amusement , to the onlooker. The 
staid judge or the solemn college pro 
fessor finds his amusement in playing 
golf. Some of us laugh at the idea of 
anyone finding amusement in building up 4 little 
pile of dirt, placing a dollar bail on top end 
whacking said ball with a yard-long club, walk- 
ing half a mile to find it, and then do the same 
thing over and over for half a day. 


The peculiarities of the individual is probably 
manifested more in dress than in any other way. 
Charles Dickens appreciated this fact, and we 
remember his great characters by their pecu 
liarities of costumes rather than by what they 
say. We never think of how Shakespeare's 
characters were dressed. With Dickens we as- 
sociate the dress always with the character. 

Children like to dress themselves up in the 
clothes of their elders, and the more incongruous 
they look the better they like it. Children love 
to represent other people. This idea is the basic 
principle upon which the success of the chil- 
dren’s work at the chautauqua rests. A pageant 
is given in which the children represent other 
people. 

It is interesting to watch the children at 2 
program given by William Sterling Battis, the 
Dickens impersonator. Mr. Battis makes up and 
dresses his characters in full view of the audi- 
ence, and his most interested spectators are the 
children. Their parents may be interested in 
the humor of the work, the quaint sayings of 
the characters or the literature, but the children 
are most interested in the grotesque characters 
and the queer costumes of a past age. It is like

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STOCK RESIGNS 


From Chicago Symphony 


Exonerated of Charge of Sedi- 
tion— Other Resignations 
Expected—Americans 
To Replace Aliens 


Chicego, Oct. 5.—The most widely discussed 
topic in musical circles is the trouble that has 
arisen among members of the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra over the classification as an alien 
enemy of Frederick, A. Stock, its conductor 
since Theodore Thomas died thirteen years avo, 
and the charge that several members have been 
guilty of seditious remarks and disloyalty. 
charges against the conductor are not that he 
is disloyal, but that he has never become 
naturalized and is, therefore, classed as an 
alien enemy, having been born in Germany. 
After the findings of the Department of Justice 
were submitted to the trustees, exonerating 
his alleged sedition, Mr. Stock was asked to 
remain at the head of the symphony com 
pany, but he declined and tendered his resigna- 
tion, which was accepted. In his letter of 
resignation he blames himself for his emba- 
rassing predicament, asserting that he came to 
this country twenty-five years ago, deserting his 
native lang because he disapproved of the autoc- 
racy and militarism of its government. He 
sought this country not only to make his living, 
but to make his home, and be has grown to 
love the country of his adoption, amid whose 
air of fre¢dom, buoyancy and generosity his 
spirit breathed, his art developed and flowered 
and his dearest hopes were fulfilled. Yet be- 
cause his interest was more artistic than po- 
litical he omitted to take the step which would 
have given lega] effect to what has long been 
a spiritual accomplishment, that of being an 
American. In accepting his resignation § the 
trustees praise Mr, Stock for his many Ameri 
ean activities, such as all-American programs, 
replacing English for German at rehearsals, his 
instructions to his men to support the country 
of their adoption and the tribute paid the Star- 
Spangled Banner in his Festival March, and 
State the grief at his resignation is lessened by 
the fact that it is but for a short time, when 
they will welcome the return of Citizen Stock. 

Eric De Lamarter has been chosen Mr. 
Stock’s successor pro tem., and his official title 
will be assistant director. He is one of the 
best known of our American musicians, a com- 
poser of note, a conductor, and considered one 
of the finest organists in Chicago. He enters 
upon his duties October 11, and will carry out 
the first three weeks’ programs as prepared by 
Mr. Stock. 

While the resignation of the former director 
relieves the Chicago Symphony Orchestra of a 
most embarrassing gitutation, yet it does not 
clear up the trouble, as there are several other 
members of the famous organization whose res- 
ignations are being clamored for, but the 
trustees do not want to demand these resigna- 
tions, as such action would terminate the his- 
torical orchestra, which is one of the best, if 
not the best, symphonies in the country. They 
do not deny that it should be Americanized, but 
it cannot be done in a day. It took the life- 
time of Theodore Thomas to build up the organ-

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They lack special knowledge, they lack 
intimate understanding and they lack 
close acquaintance with the difficulties 
and complexities involved. 

They can not weigh the rights and 
wrongs of those concerned nicely, they 
can not appraise the merits of the 
special contentions of the various 
parties interested skillfully, and, con- 
sequently, their judgments are very 
likely to be ruthless rather than wise 
or just. 

The ticket evil—and it is an evil and 
a flagrant one—should have _ been 
threshed out within an association of 
those immediately concerned. 

But when these will not act to pro- 
tect their interests then the public or 
the press or the authorities will, and 
that is how District Attorney Swann 
has been drawn into the fight. 


Fortunately he and his aids are a 
clearseeing, temperate, considerate and 
careful bunch. They will not use Prus- 
sian methods in cleaning up the situa- 
tion. 

The agencies, which are a real con- 
venience—almost an indispensable ne- 
cessity—are to be spared. That is they 
are to be spared provided the theater 
managers co-operate with the offices of 
the District Attorney, and it is de- 
voutly to be hoped that they will. 

At this writing one already has re- 
| sponded. 


A buyer never would get a decent 
seat at a good show if it was not for 
the agencies. 

He is rarely in town for longer than 
a week. He does not know what the 
shows are until he reaches the city. 
He can not order his seats in advance 
and he can not spare the time to tour 
the theatrical district, making his pur- 
chases at the various box-offices. 

Under the present system he can 
ascertain what shows he wishes to see 
immediately upon arrival and in five 
or ten minutes secure or order seats 
for every night of his sojourn. 

Who shall say that the buyer is not 
a theater patron and entitled to every 
bit as much consideration as if he lived 
in New York? 

Would not your levelheaded business 
man be glad to see that, if anything, 
the buyer got a little the best of the 
break with the citizen? 


Nine-tenths of the feeling and bit- 
terness over the ticket premium thing 
is due solely to lack of understanding, 
and here again the managers are not 
blameless. 

They have not all been open, frank 
and candid with their patrons. 

Some, indeed, have not scrupled to 
share the spoils of speculators, and 
others have generally preferred to fol- 
low a policy of reticence and silence. 
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Editorial Comment 


If the present crusade in New York, 
which is directed against theater ticket 
speculators AND AGENCIES, affects 
theatrical interests adversely the thea- 
ater managers will have no one but 
themselves to blame. 

They should have grappled with the 
problem and solved it themselves long 
since. 

It is always dangerous to let out- 
siders handle matters of this kind.

What the public does, not know is 
that the agencies are entirely legiti- 
mate, serve a very useful purpose, and 
charge a very reasonable fee, commis- 
sion, bonus, cali it what you will, for 
their service. 

The crusading papers are not fair 
in presenting the issues. 

If the business men of New York 
only knew what a boon the agencies 
are to the buyers from the provinces 
alone they would rally to the support 
of the agencies. 


There is no reason on earth why, when 
a manager or a producer has achieved 
a great popular success, he should not 
advance his prices and enjoy the re- 
wards thereof. 

There would be nothing at all unfair 
or even uncommendable about such 
procedure. 

But it should be done openly, boldly 
and candidly. *When resort is had to 
covert and hidden ways the public’s 
suspicion is aroused, its distrust en- 
gendered and its wrath follows.

I re 
marked at the time that 1 thought it very 
clever and asked Robinson if it was one of his 
own tricks He told me the iiea was 
le Roy's, dDut he had built the trick for 


someone else. There isn't a doubt but that the 


trick has been considerably improved by the 
wagicians who are now using it and I must 
say I have never seen so many professional 
magicians “‘borrow” a trick so quickly as this 
one. Several well-known amateurs have re- 
marked to me that Le Roy cannot claim to be 
the inventor of every trick. True enough, but 
to Le Roy undoubtedly belongs the credit for 


the duck vanish. My reason for not replying 
before is that I wanted to be quite certain that 
the effect was the same, and until I had seen 
hesini and leon and others using the trick, and 
had carefully noticed each move, then 1 became 
convinced that this was identically the same ef- 
fect shown to me in England by Robinson.

Omaha, Neb., Oct. 3.—King Ak-Sar-Ben and 
his royal subjects reigned supreme in Omaha 
this week, and the city was thronged with vis- 
jtors all eager to participate in the 24th annual 
festivities. The first big parade tock place last 
night in a drizzling rain, which, however, did 
not dampen the ardor of the spectators, aut tue 
streets along the route were packed to suffoca- 
tion. The pageant this year was of a strictly 
patriotic nature, and was called The Answer 
of the Allies. The floats were wonderful, and 
conceded by all to be the most elaborate ever 
constructed for the annual event. ‘The descrip- 
tion of the floats is as follows: The Allies’ 
Answer, ‘The Spirit of America, Lafayette— 
We've Come, Mars Forging Unbreakable Chain, 
America Feeding the World, The Watch on ¢ 
Rhine, Undaunted France, Hail, Britannia; Italia 
Irredenta, Desolate Belgium, The Cz (.ao-1 
vaks, The Greatest Mother in the World, Our 
War President, The End of the Submarine, Tle 
Liberty Loan, The End of the Hun, 


It has been suggested by promipent officials 
that the government draft the floats and send 
them over the country to stimulate interest in 
coming financial drives. Thursday occurs the 
big military pageant, another big patriotic fea- 
tare of this year’s festival, and as this is the 
feature day parade san unusually large crowd is 
expected in the city.

Granted by Railroads—Record- 
Breaking Show Is Expected— 
Wortham Shows To Fur- 

nish Entertainment - 


Shreveport, La., Oct. 5.—With practically all 
space in the mammoth new agricultural build- 
ing assigned, many reservations made in the 
live stock, poultry, culinary, textile, exposition 
and other exhibit departments already applied 
for, and numerous concessions sold, the manage- 
meat considers that it has reason to believe the 
1918 State Fair of Louisiana is going to be a 
record-breaking show. The prospects point to 
the largest collection of exhibits that has ever 
been seen at Shreveport. 

With reduced railroad rates offered as an in- 
ducement in addition to the fine lot of attrac- 
tions booked by the fair association, and with 
the shows at Dallas and New Orleans -alled off, 
the indications are that the Louisiana Fair will 
also be record-breaking from the standpoint of 
attendance. 

In the matter of entertainment the manage- 
ment has gone to considerable expense and as- 
sures the visitors that they will be royally enter- 
tained. Three days of horse races, in which 
$3,300 in purses are hung up, are on the pro- 
gran, under general supervision of George R. 
King of Indianapolis, Some horses are already 
on the ground, altho the fair is not to open till 
October 30. There will be both harness and 
running events each day, the meet being the 
first three days of the show. 

Sunday, November 3, has been designated as 
Automobile Day in honor of the annual motor 
ear contests, which will again be under direc- 
tion of J. Alex. Sloan. A number of the most 
noted drivers of the country will participate. A 
feature race will be known as the State Fair 
Liberty Championship Contest, in which the 
winners will be-paid in Liberty Bonds. 

Each evening in front of the grand stand there 
will be spectacular fireworks displays, featuring 
the wonderful spectacle known as The World’s 
War, in which 300 people are to take part. This 
promises to be the most gorgeous fireworks 
presentation ever seen in this section. 

Several vaudeville acts will go on each after- 
noon in front of the grand stand, also each 
evening in connection with the fireworks. The 
acts include Eyeno Japanese Troupe, in shoulder 
perch, contortion, handbalancing and other rare 
feats; Grace Agus and Company, sensational 
skaters; Barnsi Troupe, in comedy globe tricks, 
and the Four Roses, whirlwind acrobatic dancers. 
Patriotic band music will also be given with 
these entertainments. 

On the Gladway the amusement will be fur- 
nished by the Wortham Shows. There will be 
about twenty-five attractions in the Wortham 
aggregation. Judging by the prosperous condi- 
tion of the country all the shows will be gen- 
erously patronized. 

What is said regarding patronage for the 
shows may also be said as to holders of conces- 
sions, for the people have the money, and, Judg- 
ing by renvorts from other fairs, they will be 
ready to part with lots of it. 

The government's mammoth war exhibit, 
which wil! be free to all visitors, will no doubt 
prove one of the star attractions at the fair. 
Nine thousand square feet of space have been 
assigned in the old agricultural building for 
the accommodation of the exhibit, which will 
represent the different federal departments, 
especially featuring the activities of the War 
and Navy Departments in connection with the 
world war. 

Another wartime exhibit that promises to 
draw numerous visitors will be a display to be 
made by the food administrators of Lonisiana, 
who will meet in the Coliseum October 21. which 
in their honor has been designated Food Ad- 
ministration Day. John M. Parker, federal 
food administrator for Louisiana, who has called 
the meeting, is endeavoring to persnade Hon. 
Herbert C. Hoover, national food administrator, 
to attend, and a formal invitation has been 
sent to Mr. Hoover by Secretary Hirsch of the 
Fair Association.

Atlanta, Ga., Oct. 5.—Detailed announcement 
of the plans for the 1918 Southeastern Fair to 
be held at Lakewood October 12-19 have been

Plans are already under way for the 1919 fair, 
which will be held provided the government 
does not ban such exhibitions. There will prob- 
ably be new buildings erected next spring, of- 
ficials announce. Repairs are to be nade to 
many of the present structures. 

Ed S. Wislon, county treasurer, is secretary of 
the Stark County Fair Association, and his rn- 
tiring efforts were largely responstble for the 
success of this year’s exhibition.

Topeka, Kan., Oct. 5.—After a four-year test 
in all kinds of weather and under peace and 
war conditions the free fair idea has proven 
& great success in, Kansas. 

In closing up his accounts Secretary Phil 
Eastman of the Kansas Free. Fair, Topeka, 
reports an attendance of 250,000 persons at this 
unique exposition—the first of its kind in the 
United States to take its gates off the hinges. 

Backed by the Government with wonderful 
war exhibits and home economy demonstrations, 
supported partially by taxes from the county 
and appropriation from the State, the fair took 
on a purely patriotic and educational color and 
was undoubtedly the most successful ever held 
in Kansas, 

The exhibits were exceptionally good—even 
tho war times have hindered somewhat. It was 
necessary in many instances to enlarge build- 
ings to take care of them. 

The amusements were far above par. Horse 
racing, automobile racing, the Great Lakes Naval 
Band, a regular army drill company, soldiers 
taking part in a fireworks military display, 
shows, carnivals and all combined to keep the 
crowds entertained as well as instructed. 

Only one accident occurred during the week 
of the fair.

WASTEFUL EXTRAVAGANCE 
Of Motion Picture Publicity Bureaus 


No branch of the amusement field has been so 
indulgently dealt with by Federal authorities 
as has been the motion picture industry. And 
no department of the amusement field has been 
as lavish in its expenditures as has been the 
industry, the production of a single screen story 
often running up into six figures. A great deal 
of this needless expenditure has been curtailed 
upon Government request by producers who have 
the best interests of the industry at heart. Yet 
men and women of filmland are far—very far— 
from being economical, and this covers every 
phase of sereen life, from the pampered star to 
the elaborate house organs, announcing releases 
and giving out publicity matter. There is abso- 
lutely no doubt that everyone connected with 
the industry is anxious to abide by Government 
rulings—and the matter of retrenchment has 
been given great consideration by men responsi- 
ble for the industry's present prosperous status, 
Yet this useless extravagance in the matter of 
the press bureaus has evidently been overlooked. 
The War Industries Board has suggested to pub- 
lications of every description that they curtail 
editions in the matter of volume, quality of 
paper and expensive illustrations, and realizing 
the great seriousness of the shortage of paper, 
most publishers have complied with the sugges- 
tion. Yet the motion picture press bureaus 
continue to distribute expensive house organs, 
reams upon reams of press dope and advertis- 
ing matter with a lavish hand, sending some 
time two, three and four copies of the same 
edition to the same publication. Advertising 
must continue during the war in all business in 
order to stimulate trade, but the wastefulness 
in the matter of advertising pictures and dis- 
tributing press matter is entirely uncalled for, 
and the sooner the powers that be in the in- 
dustry take cognizance of this fact the better 
for all concerned. 

Conservation in paper is as vital to the cuuse 
of winning the war as is food and fuel conserva- 
tion and one loyal way of doing your bit. 


SHERRY’S LIBERTY LOAN PLANS 


New York, Oct. 5.—The working force and 
officials of the Wm. L. Sherry Service will make 
their Fourth Liberty Loan investments collective 
ly instead of as individuals, Mr. Sherry hopes 
by competitive measures to raise more among his 
force than might be the case were there no 
impetus, Along this same line he announces 
that all holiday raises and Christmas bonuses 
will be in the form of Liberty loan subscriptions. 
That is to say, raises will not be recelved by 
the employees in their pay envelopes.

The other letter was written to Judge 
Edwin B. Varker, Priorities Committee, War In- 
iustries Board, setting forth in detail the waste- 
full extravagance of the industry in the matter 

overproduction and distributing exchanges, 
and recommending remedies. 

An approximate estimate is given of the 
amount of feature films produced in 1917, and 
Mr. Kleine states that twenty per cent of the 
theaters in the United States have not exhibited 
‘hese feature productions, averaging from 5,000 
tr» 6,000 feet of film. Out of 1,300 productions 
it least 1,000 have not been exhibited in the 
majority of the theaters thruout the country. A 
stoppage of negative film production from Oc- 

ber, 1918, to September 1919, except such films 
as are of value in the war service, is recom- 
mended, 

In the matter of distribution he advises that 
the large staffs of traveling salesmen, varying 
from forty to two bundred and fifty men, should 
he abolished, as their functions are not essential 
to the industry. Business could be conducted 
hetween exhibiter and an exchange thru the 
mails, thus eliminating a great expense and 
use of manpower needed for essential vocations, 

Mr, Kleine suggests the War Board forbid 
the opening of new exchanges, and all those 
organized within the last six months should be 
‘Josed, as the number of distributing offices prior 
» that time are more than ample to fill re- 
juirements, 

In the matter of extensive advertising he calls 
ttention to the excessive space used, fancy in- 
erts upon high-priced paper, expensive and 
laborious art work, and suggests that all pro- 
ducers limit their advertising to one page in 
ach issue, ent ont inserts and reduce reading 
matter twenty-five per cent.

Film Expositior An Educational En- 
tertainment 


New York, Oct. 7.—The National Motion Pic- 
ture Exposition was. officially opened Saturday 
evening, October 5, by Enrica Caruso singing 
The Star-Spangled Banner, accompanied by the 
symphony orchestra of the Strand Theater. The 
famous tenor also sang La Marseillaise and the 
Italian National Anthem. W. A. Brady. presi- 
dent of the N. A. M. F*., made a speech and 
presented Caruso with a gold medal in com- 
Memoration of the event. The orchestra then 
entertained for an hour and were followed by 
a band from the Navy Yard. 

The exposition is all that has been promised 
and the attractions offered are varied and nu- 
merous, but the keynote is war and Government 
activities. Many of the exhibits are relics of 
famous battles and modern methods of warfare, 
entertaining and educational, keenly enjoyed 
by the huge and brilliant throngs that filled the 
vast arena to overflowing. The Government 
war exhibit is a replica of the trenches in No 
Man’s Land, with Browning machine guns, be- 
hind which the American doughboys stand, ap- 
parently ready for action. A battered scout 
plane, used by the French for two years in the 
defense of Paris, was another realistic bit of 
warfare that attracted much interest, Other 
War Department exhibits are building of ships, 
assembling of tanks, making of gas masks and 
many other implements of warfare of great in- 
terest to all Americans. 

One very interesting exhibit is the Woman's 
Land Army, showing what women farmers have 
done in the way of making and saving crops. 

The picture industry was not behind in their 
many exhibits, and the different producing com- 
panies had their big stars selling Liberty Bonds.

The patriotic ap- 
peal, the great variety of entertainment and the 
Liberty Loan activities of the screen folks ate 
of sufficient Importance’ to interest attendants 
and the promoters of exposition feel assured 
that it will be knewn as one of the most impor- 
tant gatherings ever hel! under the auspices 
of the tndustry.

NEW FILM MACHINE 


Invention of Edmond Lysle May Revo- 
lutionize Industry 


New York, Oct. 5.—After six years of experi- 
menting Edmond Lysle, an American mechanical 
engineer, has perfected a motion picture machine 


in which every optical characteristic, line, mo- 
tion and color is apparent. Since 1912 this 
young inventor—who is now but thirty-three 


years of age—has made a study of optics and 
color, until today he is recognized as an expert 
on colors. The camera employed in this process 
is based on more than fifty separate inventions, 
embracing optical, chemical and mechanical, en- 
tirely eliminating a shutter, and, instead of a 
series of separate pictures, this process reveals 
a continuous moving picture, while motion pic- 
tures, as they are taken at the present time, are 
simply a series of stills, but projected so rapidly 
that they give the appearance of motion. Not 
only is an entirely new kind of camera necessary 
to take the perpetual motion pictures, but a 
specially prepared film, sensitized to differentiate 
between colors, must be employed, as well as a 
new style of projection machine. Films, as 
used at present, only distinguish between black 
and white or intermediate tones of gray. A 
red rose photographed in a blue vase will be all 
black. The film used by the Lysle process is 
called a panchromatic film and it is sensitive to 
ill colors. The rose and vase photographed by 
this process would retain their natural hues. 

Ever since motion pictures were invented the 
industry has striven for three things, continu- 
color photography with pro- 
jection, and stereoscopic photography with pro- 
jection, and it is believed by the Lysle process 
these results may be obtained. While there have 
been motion pictures in color none have been 
satisfactory, as such complicated processes were 
required to obtain results that commercial ex- 
ploitation impossible. Of course the ecst 
of producing color pictures, even by the Lysle 
process, will be much more expensive than by 
the present method, but the process is adaptable 
for black and white pictures as well as for 
colors, and, as 100 per cent of what trans- 
pires before the camera is recorded, there is 
but little doubt that this will grad- 
ually supplant the methods employed at present. 
Even the most delicate and infinite mechanical 
and surgical processes may be recorded faith- 
fully.

MOVIES IN THE MAKING 


An Hour With Houdini in His Thrilling 
Serial of Breathcatching Stunts 


New York, Oct. 5.—‘‘No one works harder than 
Houdini,’ declared an actor last week, which 
information suggested a visit to the studio where 
the big serial, The Master Mystery, is now in 


the making, with the famous handcuff king 
performing remarkable feats that defy the 
fates. 


Tho the hour was early Director Brunton 
King had already shot a scene in a Chinese club 
which reeked of incense, grotesque idols, 
emblems and Oriental atmosphere. And be it 
said every stick of furniture, bric-a-brac, mat- 
ting and draperies were the genuine article. 

Looking thru the immense studio—two of 
them—and many outbuildings filled with all the 
paraphernalia and furnishings of costly design 
convinced us that the Houdini serial will eat up 
a good-sized fortune before it sees the light 
of day. 

A tank lined with thick glass 12 feet high was 
being built to accommodate the intrepid magician. 
In a few scenes Houdini plays a secret service 
man and the adventuress, with her accomplices, 
are anxious to destroy the man. Here is where 
the location man came in and ordered us all 
into big touring cars, camera and director lead- 
ing the way to a tall apartment house up to 
whose roof we pussyfooted, for the tenants were 
curious and some were  inquisitive—asking 
“‘Where’s the fire?”’ etc, 

All the actors were in makeup and excited 
comment from the women on the opposite roof, 
who were hanging out their Monday wash. No 
time was lost in arranging the scene, with the 
huge water tank as the principal objective, for 
the villains must throw him, bound hand and 
foot, into the depths of water and leave him to 
perish. According to the script these were the 
directions given, and a paragraph added: ‘“‘But 
how in h is he going to get out of it?’’ 

But Houdini smiled like the cat who had 
swallowed the canary, for who has ever caught 
him in a place from which he has not extricated 
himself? 

Looking at the formidable sheet iron cover of 
the ugly tank made us shudder. Suppose this 
time he could NOT get out? Perish the thought. 
But his left wrist was in bandages the result 
of a fall while making a scene which caused a 
severe dislocation, 

“‘Now let’s rehearse a bit,’’ ordered the di- 
rector, and the beginning of the scene was 
gone over, with Miss Britton in yellow satin 
and black fox furs, leading the cutthroats up 
the stairs. All was bustle and excitement, with 
Mr. King shouting: ‘‘You do this,” ‘‘You re- 
member that,”” ‘‘Action over there,”? ‘Mave 
quick,”” “Ye Gods do you think this is a 
funeral?’’ And then they had to go all over it 
again and the plate was marked N. G., for a 
cook on the opposite building had loomed for- 
ward in the focus of the camera, spoiling the 
scene, 

Finally Houdini, roped and helpless, was 
earried up a ladder and thrown into the dark 
aperture of the big tank. ‘‘Keep it up,”’ called 
the director, as the camera ground rapidly,’’ 
“nail down the cover—Bill, move faster—keep 
going—speech—hurry—now let him « om. 
down, Joe—Miss Britton, make them follow you 
—righto—good—stop.”’ 

That scene was over, but the great Houdini 
was wallowing in the rising water with his 
hands tied behind his back and the cover nailed 
tight. 

Cold chills crept over us as we waited. Sup- 
posing he were to DROWN? ‘“‘Shoot’’ came the 
command, and in breathless suspense we waited. 
Suddenly the cover was flung off the top of the 
deathholding tank, and Houdini, dripping wet, 
his hands free from the ropes, climbed over the 
side, leaped to the roof, and raced madly after 
the conspirators. 

He had done the trick. 

Yet they say a screen star’s life is not a 
strenuous one!

In the estimation of the better 
class of her citizens—who are by nature of a 
musical trend—jazz music is nil as far as mu- 
sical value is concerned, and its possibilities of 
harm are great.

goods we cffered. We have paid out as high as 
six hundred dollars for a five-minute opening 
of moving pictures, in addition to our burlesque 
offering. On one occasion we had one scene 
made up of tracing paper that cost us three 
hundred and fifty dollars for the one week. 
Then again we are strong on electrical effects 
and spare no expense in obtaining the desired 
results. 

“While we take the credit for the presen- 
tations, there is a big and most important fac- 
tor that spells failure or success and that is 
the congeniality that exists between company 
and audience. Our patrons know each and 
every performer by their first names. They 
meet them outside of the theater and converse 
freely with them relative to what they like 
and what they do not like. Our stage manager 
was a regular fellow and good mixer, who 
mingled with qur patrons and strived to give 
them what they wanted, and, get this straight, 
they wanted clean burlesque, and he gave them 
clean burlesque comedy and not camouflage 
musical comedy that’s mostly dialogs. 

“‘We made the mistake of thinking that our 
patrons would prefer a change of performers 
each week and we became affiliated with the 
American Wheel attractions, but soon realized 
that our folks down here want the same perform- 
ers, but change of shows, and we propose to 
give it to them, beginning October 14, with eight 
principals, four men, four women and twenty 
girls in the chorus, and we intend giving our 
performers every essential that makes for bur- 
lesque comedy. 

“Our openings and finales will be something 
unusually big in ensembles. 

“We are now at work on special scenery and 
there is a rain seene for the second show that 
alone cost us one hundred dollars, We will 
work along the same lines in all our scenic 
and lighting effects, 

“Paymond B, Perez will put on the numbers 
and dances. The cast engaged so far includes 
Jack Shargel and Eddie Fox comedians, Eddie 
Clark juveniles, Dolly Sweet and Dolly Webb 
prima donnas, Elsie Brandes, ingenue-soubrette. 

“The cast wilt be completed during the coming 
week and reheatsals started.”’

DISTRIBUTING PLAN 


For U. S. Official War Pictures Assures 
Exhibitor and Public a Square Deal 


New York, Oct. 5.—Director Chas. 8S. Hart, 
f the Division of Films, Committee on Public 
'nformation, who recently announced the early 
release of America’s Answer, the second U. 8. 
OMclal War Picture, under conditions that would 
make it possible for moving picture houses, 
large and small, to show the picture at a 
profit without increasing their admission prices, 
now makes public the plan that has been worked 
out by Dennis J, Sullivan, manager of Domestic 
Distribution, for giving both the exhibitor and 
the public an absolutely fair deal. 

As already announced, America’s Answer will 
be Teleased thru the World Film Corporation. 
The date will be October 28 instead of the 14th, 
“Ss Previously indicated. The plan does not com- 
rehend a percentage, but a straight rental of 


one-third of the average business of the house, 
plus 25 per cent increase for the additional 
business that a Government picture assures, 

For instance: If a theater's business has 
averaged $100. per day since November 1, 1917, 
25 per cent or $25 is added, thus figuring the 
business for the official picture $125. The 
rental for the picture in that would be 
$41.67.. On the basis of a daily business of 
$1,000, plus $250, the rental of 33 1-3 per cent 
would be’ $416.66. A small motion picture thea- 
ter, with a daily business of $15, would pay 
only $6.25 for the use of the Government film. 

The addition of 25 per cent to the average 
daily business of the theaters is considered very 
fair, because Pershing’s Crusaders has increased 
the business of the theaters from 50 to 200 per 
cent above the normal, 

Director Hart also makes another announce- 
ment of interest to exhibitors: 

“In order to avoid any misunderstanding,” 
says Director Hart, ‘‘exhibitors should bear in 
mind that the Government tax on theater ad- 
mission is remitted only when the official films 
are shown directly under Government auspices, 
When the pictures are shown on a rental basis 
the usual war tax for motion picture theater 
admissions must be collected.”

ILLUSTRATED MUSICAL TONES

New York, Oct. 5.—There is a new invention 
by Langdon McCormick which has aroused con- 
siderable interest among musicians. Mr. Me- 
Cormick, who is an inveterate inventor, has 
devised ap instrument by which musical tones 
ean be illustrated, which is even better than 
giving them color, His idea is to apply this 
apparatus to permanent orchestras. When a 
number is played the house is darkened and a 
screen similar to a moving picture screen is 
lowered. The operator, who may be the con 
ductor, directs the musical number, illustrating 
it om the screen by following transpositions on 
the apparatus. Thus the light numbers show 
on the screen as bright, colorful weavings of 
rainbow hues. The illustrations are all done by 
blending the effects. One might imagine the 
heavy darks or blacks or brown as the music 
takes on a heavy theme, changing to galety 
and light and freshness of sunshine as th> 
theme heightens. With Mr. McCormick's in 
vention attached to a regular orchestra there 
is no doubt as to the effect desired. It is not 
necessary to be a musical expert to enjoy these 
illustrations, because Mr. McCormick declares 
emphatically that he seeks to interest the ley 
mind more than he does the critical.

While some of these lyceum and chautauqua 
snobs are casting brickbats at the ehowfolk we 
wish that they might turn their attention to a 
few facts which we wish to again call to the 
attention of all. They have been presented before 
to our readers, but they will stand repeating: 

1. Actors and actresses were among the very 
first to volunteer their services at the thousands 
and thousands of benefit performances which be 
fore and since the United States entered the war 
were held to raise funds for the Red Cross, Y. 
MW. C. A., Soldiers’ Smokes Funds, Belgian, 
French, Serbian, Greek and Armenian Relief 
Funds, Ambulance Funds, Hospital Funds, etc., 
etc. No authentic figures are ootainable, but 
the total amount of money raised by this means 
wes enormous. It was at least $40,000,000 and 
probably balf as much again and the artists and 
performers of America are entitled to the major 
part of the credit for it. 

2. Thousands of artists have entertained our 
suldiers in cantonments here at home not only 
free of charge but In many cases paying the 
railroad fare and hotel bills involved out of their 
own pockets. 

3. Thousands more, at General Pershing’s call, 
enlisted to go abroad and perform the same serv- 
ice over there. Several units have already 
sailed. 

4. ALL showmen without exception have 
thrown their tents, their opera houses and their 
moving picture theaters open to the Four-Minute 
Men, and when these were not forthcoming 
hare addreseed the audiences themselves or had 
some gifted employee perform the service. 

5. Showmen were among the very first to 
jump forward and lead in the War and Thrift 
Stamp drives. 

6. Showmen were among the very first to 
spread recruiting propaganda for the govern- 
ment. They hung posters and scattered hand 
bills in every nook and corner of the land, reach- 
ing and covering thoroly districts that could 
never have been reached in any other way. 

7. Showmen have paid war taxes to the ex- 
tent of at least $220,000,000, The theater tax 
alone exceeded $120,000,000. The total of the 
parks, circuses and carnivals is not yet obtain 
able, but it will amount to more than $100,000, 
0, and the new revenue bill now framing 
doubles the tax and includes the motion picture 
shows also, so next year they will do twice as 
well 

We belleve that these things teach us our 
plain duty and it is time that the few who re- 
fuse to see that they are only hindering the 
great world work by their littleness and «elfish- 
ness should be dragged out into the light of pub- 
He scorn and made to feel the littleness of their

W. H. Crawford, president of Allegheny College, 
today in a patriotic day address before 2,000 
Methodist ministers and laymen attending the 
Northeast Ohio Conference in session at Cleve- 
land, O. 

“When I recall the high and awful crimes 
of the Corman Government,” he exclaimed, ‘‘the 
ruthless raping of Belgium and the sinking of 
the Lusitania, I say with holy imprecation: God 
damn the German Government. And God will 
damn the German Government. He will damn 
any government that will throw a whole world 
into consternation by the unspeakable policy of 
‘might makes right!’ "’

AUDITORIUM LYCEUM BUREAU 
Wins Case in Court—$40,000 Involved 


Chicago, Oct, 5.—Everyone interested in ly- 
ceum and chautauqua work should study this 
story. There is much to learn from this case, 
Here are the facts, or some of them, as they 
were brought out in Judge Pinckney's court here 
in Cook County, Ill. We refer to the case of G, 
A. Albrecht vs, the Auditorium Lyceum Bureau. 
We have given facts from time to time about 
this case, which has been in the courts for sev- 
eral months. October 4 the case came for final 
adjustment before Judge Pinckney. After he 
had heard two witnesses, Theodore Turnquist, 
President of the Auditorium Bureau, and Charles 
R. Norman, an expert accountant, who had had 
charge of the books for the receiver, the judge, 
closing a book which lay before him, declared 
that the prosecution had no case, and dismissed 
the defendant corporation. The attorneys for 
the prosecution at once filed an appeal to the Ap- 
pellate Court, where the case will be reviewed. 

The accountant, Mr, Norman, testified that the 
books showed that at the time that Mr, Albrecht 


had asked for and had had a receiver appointed 
that there were assets in the form of unfilled 
contracts and other assets, which totaled ap- 
proximately $27,000. There were liabilities to 
the extent of $13,500, leaving a balance in as- 
sets (if carried out) of $13,500. This did not in 
clude chautauqua contracts, which amounted to 
about $10,000, 

The trial brought out the fact that G. A. 
Albreebt was the sole owner of the International 
Lyceum Bureau, That it had been incorporated, 
but that pone of the stock was ever issued; that 
the business had been conducted by Dave Grant 
as president of the concern, who had no financial 
interest in it. The testimony showed that a 
Teceiver had been illegally appointed, and after 
he had been appointed he dial not follow the in- 
structions of the court. The receivership was 
dissolved, and the case remanded to the lower 
court for retrial by the Appellate Court. 

This retrial and decision puts all the property 
involved, contracts, book account, bank account, 
office fixtures, etc., back into possession of the 
Auditorium Lyceum Association. This makes G. 
A. Albrecht responsible for the loss involved in 
the receivership and the resultant loss of busi- 
ness, which the defendants claim was a loss of 
approximately $40,000. Should the Superior 
Court sustain the lower court, as the case now 
stands, then the Auditorium Lyceum Association 
will be entitled to recover its losses, which, as 
stated, are approximately $40,000, 

There is much in this case that will be worthy 
of careful study, for there has been entirely too 
much talk about throwing various bureaus into 
the hands of a receiver. This shows that it is 
easier to throw a business into the hands of a 
receiver than it is to get it out after it is 
thrown into one. There is always a right way 
of doing things. 

The Billboard has again shown that it is the 
only journal striving to give the lyceum and 
chautanuqua news which has had the energy or 
news sense to follow this case in court and ‘to 
publish any notice of it from time to time. Why 
is this? We believe that such news is valuable 
to all, and that is why we publish it. It would 
be interesting to know just why other journals 
fail to publish such news as this.

As accompanist and soprano she bad made quite 
a record for herself with the thousands who 
have heard this splendid organization. Her 
many friends will be sorry to learn of her death, 
Her parents have the sympathy of her lyceum 
professional friends, who in a sense share in this 
loss.
